EVOLVED OVER THE CENTURIES FROM PREHISTCRIC TIMES OF SUPER- 
STITICN, MAGIC CR MYSTICISM TO A HIGHLY TECHNICAL AND 
EXACTING STUDY OF THE PARANORMAL FUNCTIGNING OF THE HUMAN 
SYSTEM TODAY. THE TERM PARAPSYCHOLOGY REFERS TO THE STATIS-

RESSING THE PARANORMAL FUNCTIGNING OF THE HUMAN BRAIN AND 
ITS ENERGIES, HAS GRADUALLY GAINED POPULARITY IN THE US. 





FORCES AS WELL AS TC GUR POLITICAL LEADERS. ACCORDING T9 GONE 
DECLASSIFIED GOVERNMENT DOCUMENT C[MAIRE 1675], WITHIN TEN 
YEARS, THE SOVIETS COULD DEVELOP A PSYCHIC POWER THAT CQULD 
"KILL CUR POLITICAL LEADERS IN AN INSTANT sooo” WHILE THIS 
GOVERNMENTAL STUDY WAS NOT TYPICAL OF ITS USUALLY 
RESPONSEBLE STYLE, IT DID GENERATE CONSIDERABLE INTEREST IN 
THE UNITED STATES AND SET THE TONE FIR FUTURE ARTICLES. 

THIS TRESIS DOES NOT PRESENT REVELATIONARY INFORMATION 
OR RESEARCH, ONLY A COLLATION OF "EXPERT"? OPINION IN AN 
ACADEMIC EFFORT TG BETTER UNDERSTAND CURRENT BELIEFS. IT WAS 
FOR THIS REASON THAT THE AUTHOR ATTEMPTED TO PROVIDE CURRENT 
RESEARCHERS WITH A VEHICLE FOR FURTHER STUDY WHICH MAY NOT 
HAVE OTHERWISE BEEN PRESENTED. THE READER IS ENCOURAGED TO 
DRAW UPON THIS PRESENTATION OF CATA TO FURTHER EXAMINE MANY 
CF THE QUESTIONS WHICH HAVE UNDOUBTEDLY BEEN RAISED WHILE 
MAKING HIS OWN DECISION AS TO ITS RELEVANCE.

ae SUMMARY SF RESULTS 


THE SOVIET UNION HAS HAD A LONG HISTORY DF INVOLVEMENT 
IN THE FIELD OF PARAPSYCHOLOGY. WHETHER OR NOT THIS INVOLVE- 
MENT IS OFFICIALLY SANCTICNED OR SUPPORTEC IS NOT KNOWN. ONE 
CAN SPECULATE THAT, REALIZING THE POTENT IAL BENEFITS THE 
PeVelLOPMENT GE PSt AGILITIES COULD HAVE, THE KREMLIN WOULD 
CERTAINLY DEVOTE RESOURCES T9 THAT STUDY. IF OFFICIAL WORK 
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2WHEN ELICITING THE JUOGEMENTS OF EXPERTS ON "“EUZ7ZY" 
ISSUES JR ABOUT "VALUES" WHICH MAY VARY WIDELY FROM PERSON 
TO PERSIN, THERE ARE REALLY FEW "EXPERTS" IN THE KNCWLEDGE- 
ABLE SENSE. IT IS ASSUMED THAT THE SELECTION OF THE PARTIC- 
ULAR SUBPCPULAT ION USED HEREIN IS MORE APPROPRIATE THAN AN 
“UNINFORMED PUBLIC." 











IS BEING PERFORMED, IT IS ON A VERY CLASSIFIED LEVEL WITH 
FEW PERSONS INVOLVEC. THIS WORK WAS NOT DESIGNED TO CONFERM 
OR DENY ThHAT POSTULATION. 

RESULTS OF THE QUESTIONNAIRE SUGGEST THAT, IN TEE US, 
BELIEF IN THE PHENOMENON CF ESP IS ON THE RISEs RESEARCHERS 
ARE BEGINNING TO ALIGN THEMSELVES MORE WITH THE SOVIET 
APPROACH CF FINDING THE CAUSES OF PSYCHIC PHENOMENA RATHER 
THAN DETERMINING IF THEY EXIST. MANY FEEL THAT THE SOVIETS 
ARE INTERESTED IN AMERICAN PARAPSYCHOLOGY STUDIES AND THAT 
MILITARY USES ARE POSSIBLE IN THE FUTURE, BUT NOT WITHIN TEN 
YEARS. THERE IS STILL MUCH DOUBT IN THIS AREA, ALTHCUGH MOST 
BELIEVE TFAT THE USSR WOULD USE PSI ABILITIES SHOULD THEY 
CEVELOP TFE CAPABILITY. 

IT APPEARS OBVICUS FRCM THE DATA THAT THE SOVIETS WILL 
CONTINUE TO PURSUE RESEARCH INTO PSYCHIC PHENOMENA AS IT 
COULD FAVE DIRECT APPLICATIONS TO THEIR WELL=PUBLICIZED 
INTENTIONS 9F WCRLO HEGEMCNY. IF A BREAKTEROUGH WERE TO 
CEVELOP, SUR EXPERTS FEEL THAT APPLICATIONS TOWARD THOSE 
ENDS ARE SURE TO FOLLOW. 

HOPEFULLY, THIS RESEARCH WILL STIMULATE FURTHER INVEST I- 
GATIONS AND SUPPORT ON AN OFFICIAL LEVEL BY UTILIZING THE 
DIVERSE BACKGROUNDS OF OUR PROFESSIONAL CIVILIAN SECTOR AND 
THE BROAD BASE CF RESOURCES AVAILASLE TERGUGH GOVERAMENTAL 
RESEARCH FUNDS. IT IS INTERESTING TO NOTE THAT SVER EIGHT 
TENTHS OF THE RESPONDENTS FELT THAT THE UNITED STATES 
GOVERNMENT SHOULD DEVOTE MORE RESOURCES TC FURTHER EXPLORA- 
TION OF PSYCHIC PHENOMENA. AS IN THE SOVIET QUOTATION AT THE 
BEGINNING CF THIS WORK, TEE UNITED STATES MUST PURSLE THIS 
AREA FURTFER UNTIL A SATISFACTORY POSITICN IS REACHEC, IN 
ORDER Td MAKE PROPER ASSESSMENTS OF PSYCHIC PHENOMENA AND 
THEIR FOTENTIAL USES.

Ae BRIEF HISTORY 


Pecheoe GENS SGIENTIFIC ARTICLES HAVE YET 10 EMERGE FROM 
THE SOVIET UNION WHICH GIVE RESULTS OF EXPERIMENTATION 
CONDUCTED IN THIS AREA. IT HAS ONLY BEEN WITHIN THE PAST 20 
YEARS THAT A FAIRLY LARGE BODY OF POPULAR LITERATURE HAS 
SURFACED. WHAT LITTLE INFORMATION THAT COES EXIST IS PRE- 
SENTED HERE AS A BRIEF INTRODUCTION TO TFE HISTORICAL 
Soeecis OF SOVIET PARAPSYCHOLCGY. THIS WILL BE FOLLGWED BY A 
DISCUSSION OF CURRENT RESEARCH EFFORTS ANC SPECULATION WHICH 
WAS GARNERED FROM QFEN-SOURCE LITERATURE. 

THE HISTORY CF SCVIET RESEARCH IN SARAPSYCHOLOGY OR 
peeemecNERGE) [CS DATES JO THE FIRST PART CF THE TWENTIETH 
CENTURY WHEN VLADIMIR Me. BEHTEREV, A STUDENT OF THE FAMED 
IVAN PAVLCV, FOUNDED THE INSTITUTE FOR TRE STUDY OF THE 
BRAIN AND NERVOUS ACTIVITY IN PETROGRAD (NOW LENINGRAD). 
meee 2520 UNTIL HIS DEATH IN &92¢, BEHTEREV WAS ACTIVE IN 
STUDYING MENTAL SUGGESTION AND TELEPATHY IN ANIMALS (DOGS) 
PoeviGilee ASsimIMaNS. RIS RESEARCH LED HIM TO CONTLUDE THAT 
ANIMALS, ESPECIALLY DOGS, COULD BE INFLUENCED 70 OBEY 
COMMANDS BY MENTAL SUGGESTION ALONE. 

THE SECGND ALL RUSSTAN CONGRESS IF PSYCHONEVROLCCY 
meme LN PETROGRAC IN 1924 OFFICIALLY RECOGNIZED THE 
IMPORTANCE OF RESEARCH IN MENTAL SUGGESTION AND RECCM#ENDED 
SCIENTIFIC PARTICIPATION IN THE WORK OF TEE INTERNATIONAL 
COMMITTEE FOR PSYCHICAL RESEARCH WHICH HAC BEEN FOUNDED IN 
Boge lie WAS HERE THAT THE WORK GF L. L. VASIL'YEV WAS 
PePOm Bee LNenaS PAPER ENTITLECS "THE BICPFYSICAL FOUNCATIONS 
OF DIRECT THOUGHT TRANSMISSION." BOTH HE AND BEHTEREV WITH 
OTHER SCIENTISTS CONTINUED A PROGRAM OF RESEARCH AND STUDY 
UNDER THE NAME OF THE EXPERIMENTAL COMMISSION ON HYFNOSIS 
AND PSYCHCPHYSICS UNTIL BEHTEREV'S DEATF. THE FOLLOWING YEAR 
VASIL'YEV VISITED PARAPSYCHOLOGICAL CENTERS IN PARIS AND 
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BERLIN IN HIS EFFORT TO ESTABLISH PERSONAL CONTACTS ANC GAIN 
INFORMATICN FOR THE INSTITUTE. 

IN 1932, Le Le VASIL'YEV WAS ASSIGNED THE TASK OF 
FINDING TEE PHYSICAL ANTECEDENTS OF TELEPATHY, AN ENDEAVOR 
WHICH LASTED UNTIL 1938. THE STUDY WAS DIRECTED IN RESPONSE 
TO THE CLAIMS CF AN ITALIAN PHYSICIST FERCINANDOQ CAZZAMALLI 
WHO HAD FCUNO THE EXISTENCE OF BRAIN WAVES ONE CENTIMETER IN 
LENGTH WHICH, THEORETICALLY, COULD HAVE BEEN THE PHYSICAL 
BASIS OF TELEPATHY. THEIR TESTS, WHICH ATTEMPTED TO INFLU- 
ENCE A PERSON TELEPATHICALLY WHILE HE WAS INSIDE A METAL 
CHAMBER, FAILED TO CONFIRM CAZZAMALLI'S CLAIM. AFTER 1938 NO 
MENTION OF TELEPATHY SURFACED IN THE SOVIET UNION PRESS FOR 
MANY YEARS DUE TC THE POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC UPHEAVAL CAUSED 
BY WORLD WAR II. THE OFFICIAL SOVIET ENCYCLOPEDIA OF 1955 
DENOUNCED PSYCHGENERGETICS AS "THE NON-SCIENTIFIC ICEALISTIC 
CONSIDERATION OF SUFERNATURAL ABILITIES OF PERCEPTUAL PHEN= 
OMENA." YEARS WOULD PASS BEFORE THAT CHANGED. 

IT WAS NOT UNTIL 1959 THAT VASIL'YEV PUBLISHED A 
POPULAR BOOK, MYSTERIOUS PHENCMENA GE THE HUMAN PSYCKE IN 
WHICH TWC CHAPTERS ENTITLED "IS THERE A *MENTAL RADIO'?" AND 
MWHAT CAN BE SAID ABOUT 'EXTRASENSORY PERCEPTION'?" WERE 
DEVOTED TO THE TOPIC [CVASIL'YEV 1967}. 

EARLY IN 1960 VASIL'YEV RECEIVED TWC ARTICLES FROM 
R. Le KHERUMIAN, A MEMBER OF THE PARIS INSTITUT METAPSY-— 
CHIQUE, RELATING A HIGHLY SUCCESSFUL ESP EXPERIMENT S4ID TO 
HAVE TAKEN PLACE BETWEEN AN AMERICAN LABORATORY AND THE 
SUBMERGED US SUBMARINE NAUTILUS. THE TWC ARTICLES WERE 
"THOUGHT TRANSMISSION - WEAPON OF WAR" IN THE FRENCH 
MAGAZINE CCNSTELLATICN, PUBLISHED AT THE END OF 1955, AND 
"ABOUT THE NAUTILUS" FROM SCIENCE ET VIE IN FEBRUARY 1960. 
[MUTSCHALL 1968]. 

EVEN THOUGH LATER REPGRTED TO BE A HOAX BY WASHINGTON 
OFFICIALS, IT WAS APPARENTLY TAKEN VERY SERIOUSLY IN RUSSIA. 
VASIL'YZEV QUICKLY SEIZED THIS OPPORTUNITY T9 BRING TC LIGHT 
HIS OwN RESEARCH OF THE 20'S AND 30'S ANC OBTAINED APPRIWAL 
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TO ESTABLISH A SPECIAL LABORATORY FOR THE STUDY OF TELE- 
PATHIC PHENOMENA AT THE INSTITUTE OF PHYSIOLOGY GF THE 
BIOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT OF LENINGRAD UNIVERSITY. FROM ITS 
ESTABLISHMENT IN 1960 UNTIL HIS DEATH IN 1966, VASILYEV 
WORKED TO CONFIRM SOME OF HIS EARLIER EXPERIMENTS IN CISTANT 
INFLUENCE AND THE ELECTROMAGNETIC HYPOTHESIS. WHILE ACHIEV—- 
ING SUCCESSES IN MUCH OF HIS WORK, HE CONCLUDED THAT THE EM 
hYPOTEESIS DID NOT APPLY IN THIS INSTANCE. LITTLE INFORMA 
TION IS AVAILABLE REGARDING EXPERIMENTAL FINDINGS AT TEE 
INSTITUTE WHICH HE FOUNDED ANO OLRECTED TEE LAST SIX YEARS 
OF HIS LIFE. 

IN 1965, THE DEPARTMENT 93F SIOQLNFORMATIIN OF THE 
SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL SCCIETY OF RACIC ENGINEERING AND 
TELECCYMUNICATIONS IN MOSCOW WAS ESTABLISHED. ITS STATED 
OBJECTIVES WERE TO DISCUSS PHYSICAL, SIOLGGICAL, ANC 
FHILGSOPHICAL ASPECTS OF BIOINFORMATION ANC TO ACQUAINT THE 
SOVIET SCIENTIFIC COMMUNITY WITH PARAPSYCHOLOGICAL RESEARCH 
CONSUCTED OUTSIDE THE SOVIET UNION. A MEMBER OF THAT DEPAR T= 
MENT, Ie Me KOGAN, GIVES OESCRIPTIONS ANC ANALYSIS CF THE 
INFORMATICN CONTENT CF SQME EXPERIMENTS CONDUCTED IN THE 
YEARS 1966-67 IN HIS PAPER, “THE INFORMATICN THEODRY ASPECT 
OF TELEPATHY," [KOGAN 19459]. 

IN THAT WORK+ HE DESCRIBES SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENTS QF 
LONG-DISTANCE MENTAL SUGGESTION JF IMAGES OF OBJECTS CARRIED 
ON BETWEEN MOSCOW AND TOMSK (4000 KM) AND BETWEEN LENINGRAD 
AND MOSCOh (600 KM)e THE PAPER CONCLUDED kITH THE PESSIBIL- 
ITY OF USING ".2eeTELEPATHY FCR CONSTRUCT ING INFORMATION 
TRANSMISSION CHANNELS .! 

ONE OF THE MOST STARTLING DEMONSTRATIONS OF PSYCHIC 
ABILITY HAS COME FROM MRS. NINA (NINEL) Se KULAGINA WHO IS 
BEST KNOWN FOR FER REPORTEDLY EXCEPTIONAL PSYCHOKINETIC 
ABILITIES. DISCOVERED 3Y PROFESSOR VASIL'YEV, SHE HAS BEEN 
EXAMINED 8Y, AMONG CTHERS; Ge Ae SERGEYEV> A NEURGPEYSI- 
OLOGIST AND ELECTRCENCE PHALOGRAPHER IN LENINGRAD. HE STATED 
THAT, AFTER INVESTIGATION, HE HAD JBTAINED COMPELLING 
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EVIDENCE OF THE GENUINENESS OF HER PK ABILITIES.» AFTER CARE- 
mui svUDY €Y PARAPSYCHOLOGISTS FROM THE WEST, B. HERBERT OF 
THE PARAPRYSICAL LA@OR4ATORY IN ENGLAND AND M. ULLMAN OF THE 
MAIMONIDES MEDICAL CENTER IN BROOKLYN AS WELL AS A CZECH

PoeeetALLY SOVIET STUDIES. THIS BOOK WAS THE PRECURSOR T3 
MANY POPULAR ARTICLES APPEARING IN THE PRESS AND VARIOUS 
PERLOGICALS. CLEARLY, MANY AMERICANS FELT THAT WE WERE IN 4 
Beee With TRE SOVIETS TO DEVELOP “PSYCHIC WEAPONS OF WAR."

CONCLUDED THAT THE FOLLOWING AREAS WERE CCNSIDERED AS LEGIT=

KINESIS, TELEPATHY, CLAIRVOYANCE, PRECOGNITION, DOWSING, 
PSYCHIC HEALING AND PSYCHIC PHOTOGRAPHY.

THE SOVIET UNION, SOVIET RESEARCHERS WERE VERY RELUCTANT TO 
DISCUSS REMOTE VIEWING AND WOULD ACKNOWLEDGE COGNIZANCE ONLY 
IF MENTICNED BY A WESTERN ATT ENDEE. 

SINCE THE MID=1970'S, VERY LITTLE INFORMATION HAS 
EMERGED FROM THE SOVIET UNION CONCERNING THeIR STUCTIES IN

SO MANY WILD SPECULATIONS EXIST WHICH GIVE THE SOVIETS 
AN INCREDIBLE ABILITY WHICH THE UNITED STATES DOES NOT

SENSATIONALISTS . SOME HYPOTHESES ARE PRESENTED HERE AS A
